The official Domei agency said 
that Premier Gen, Hideki Tojo had 
taken over the additional post of 
chief of the army general staff and 
Navy Minister Shigetaro Shimada, 
the additional post of chief of the 
naval general staff.

Allied naval men reported that it was not impossible that ship- 
ping losses will increase soon, at least for a short period. A num- 
ber of German submarines reportedly have gone to sea from Baltic 
ports during the past few days, and it is believed that they will be 
joined by many others for assaults on the supply routes which have 
become of the most vital importance with the approach of the ase 
Sault on the continent, 

According to the most reliable information, Grand Admiral Karl 
Doenitz has had possibly 200 to 300 U-boats being refitted during the 
past month or two, primarily at Baltic ports where Allied bombers 
are unable to strike with assured results. 

This refitting is believed to include technical improvements 
designed to enable the submarines better to evade the Allies’ super- 
detector apparatus, and to submerge more quickly to deeper depths 
and improved anti-aircraft armament.

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London Again 
Is Heavily Hit

LONDON, Feb. 21.—This Brit- 
ish capital underwent probably 
its heaviest fire raid since the 
“blitz” of 1940-41 during the night 
when Nazi planes came over in 


two waves and scattered incend- 

jaries on the city. 

Four German planes were de- 
stroyed during last night's attack, 

The fire raid on London came in 
two waves, both short but sharp— 
the largest before midnight and the 
second in the early morning hours. 
Rescuers still were digging for 
trapped victims at dawn, 

Nearly 50 individual areas were 
hit by German explosives and in- 
cendiaries and the glow of the fires 
lighted the sky in all directions 
from central London before they 
were controlled. From one vantage 
point it was possible to count 10 
separate fires. 

REPORT FATALITIES 

Reports of fatalities came in 
ones, twos, three and fours and the 
casualties from blitzed schools and 
residential and shopping districts 
appeared more numerous than at 
any time since the big raids of 
1940-41. 

Incendiaries set fire to the roof 
of a convent in one section and 
huns fought through the flames 
in an attempt to save one sister 
who’ was trapped and to salvage 
their possessions, 

But there was no comparison be- 
tween the raid on London and the 
week-end Allied smashes at Ger- 
many, 

The Berlin radio described the 
raid as a “massive assault.”

BLASTS AT FRIEDRICHSHAFEN 

Swiss observers saw continuous 
flashes for 20 minutes in the direc- 
tion of Munich, Germany's fourth 
largest city and principal objective 
of the Mosquito bombers. Explo- 
sions also were reported from the 
area of Friedrichshafen, site of an 
important radar factory, a Zurich 
dispatch said, but the air ministry 
failed to report any attack in this 
area, 

(In Washington, Gen. H, H. Arn- 
old, chief of the U.S. army forces, 
said it was estimated that 25 per 
cent of Germany's fighter produc- 
tion was knocked out by the Sun-

While the bulk of the nine Ger- 
man divisions engaged, six on the 
Aprilia front and three around Cis- 
terna, waged a grim, fighting re- 
treat and counter-attacked desper- 
ately to several points, front re- 
ports indicated their big push had 
been broken. 

Battle-wearied Nazis were re- 
ported falling back slowly this 
morning under constant attack 
from land and air, leaving hun- 
dreds of their dead and the 
wreckage of burned-out tanks in 
the fields and farmhouses lining 
the bloody road to Anzio. 

More than 700 German prisoners 
were rounded up by the advancing 
Ailies. Many of them were dazed 
and frightened by the Allied air 
and artillery bombardment, 

The only German offensive ac- 
tions reported today were minor 
attacks against the Allied beach- 
head perimeter around Cisterna 
and in the vicinity of Aprilia. 
SURGE BACK A MILE 

Official word of fighting in the 
Aprilia sector revealed that the 
British and American forces had 
surged back about a mile since the 
beginning of their counter-drive 
at noon Saturday. 

The three-day German offensive 
had genetrated about two and a 
quarter miles south of Aprilia along 
the highway to Anzio only to break 
under the steady drumfire of Al- 
lied planes, tanks, artillery and in- 
fantry forces, 

Six German divisions—possibly 
90,000 men—were disclosed of- 
ficially to have taken part in the 
offensive and headquarters 
spokesmen said the Nazi high 
command now has thrown 16 full 
divisions, 180,000 to 270,000 men, 
into the spreading battle of 
Italy, 

Latest front reports indicated the 
Allied counter-drive still was slic- 
ing into the Nazi salient, with 
swarms of planes bombing and 
machine-gunning the enemy front 
and rear lines. 

OTHER FRONTS 

On the main 5th Army front, 
French troops repulsed a strong 
German raid against their lines in 
the hills northeast of Cassino. 

British 8th Army patrols were 
active on the Adriatic coastal sec- 
tor, despite continued bad weather, 
and inflicted casualties on the en- 
emy, the communique said.

PLANE SANK FIRST 

A Coastal Command plane sank 
the first U-boat after a battle with 
the submarine’s guns, and 49 sur- 
vivors were picked up. Four nights 
later the destroyer Obedient at-| 
tacked two suspected U-boats with 
unobserved results, and a plane 
later apparently damaged another 
submarine. 

The following day planes and 
ships attacked a submarine with 

unobserved results, and then the 
trawler Imperialist damaged 4 
U-boat near a convoy, using 
depth-charges and its deck guns 
and scoring shell hits. That night 
the destroyer Douglas sank a 
submarine, picking up 18 sur- 
vivors, 

Two attacks were made the next 
day and night, and some survivors 
were picked up at sea after a night 
attack on a U-boat that crash-dived. 
Patrols then maintained a vigil for 
several days without sighting any 

submarines.

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The Code Is Needed 


A squabble between members of two 

street railway unions resulted in Mont- 
real tramways being tied up, despite the 
efforts of the union officials to keep the 
vars moving. This is a timely illustration 
of the need in Canada of a Labor Code 
which will be observed, and where neces- 
sary enforced. That the entire population 
of a great city can be suddenly left with- 
out means to get to and from work because 
of a petty dispute between two groups of 
motormen is a condition not to be toler- 
ated. 

In the Montreal instance the injustice 
is aggravated because thousands of work- 
ers in war plants were thus hindered or 
prevented from carrying on, The news 
from Italy supplies the appropriate com- 
ment on that phase of the affair. The men 
over there are not laying down their tools. 
Civilians whose work in any way affects 
their safety and success should not inter- 
rupt, nor be compelled to interrupt, the full 
flow of supplies to our fighting men. 

It may be that the Montreal trammen 
would have tied up the cars even if the 
new Labor Code had been in force. But 
they probably would not have done so; 
and if they had done so overwhelming 
public opinion would back whatever en- 
forcement measures might be necessary. 


For Propaganda Purposes 


Berlin’s boast that “several hundred” 
Nazi bombers attacked London Friday 
night ran true to form. Estimates are that 
50 or 60 raiders crossed the English coast, 
of which only a fraction penetrated the 
ack-ack barrage and got over the city. 
The damage done was greater than in any 
attack since May, 1941, but did not com- 
pare with the devastation then caused. 

Saturday night’s raid was apparently 
less damaging, with no more planes taking 
part. 

In the number of planes employed and 
the results attained the raids expose the 
relative weakness to which the luftwaffe 
has been reduced. If this is the largest and 
most destructive force Goering now feels 
that he can employ for a spectacular blow 
at London, his reserves of machines or 
men or fuel must be running low. That the 
attacks were aimed to accomplish any large 
military purpose is obviously not the case, 

The real object, or the main one, may 
be supposed to be to give Goebbels some- 
thing to invite his radio listeners to cheer 
for. They have been hearing a lot of bad 
news for a year past, despite the censors, 
and no doubt inklings have seeped through 
about the disaster at Cherkassy. Perhaps 
Dr. Goebbels can make them think that 
London has been laid in ruins, like Berlin. 
No doubt he will try. : 


The Serviceman’s Voice 


Flight Lt. James Sinclair, member for 
Vancouver North, has been telling the Can- 
adian House of Commons about the kind 
of treatment servicemen desire when their 
fighting job is done and they come back to 
civil life. 

What they want, says Flight Lt. Sin- 
elair, is jobs, jobs of peace and construc- 
tion. They do not want to be treated as 
boys on boys’ wages, but as men who are 
ne to men’s pay and men’s opportun- 

es. 

This is the view of the servicemen 
themselves. And it will be very unfortun- 
ate and even dangerous if Canada miscon- 
ceives the nature of that view. For it is not 
something that the rest of the country can 
endorse or reject. It is not a plea that can 
be granted or refused. It is nothing like 
that at all. 

For the voice of the serviceman is the 
voice of Canada. It is that part of Canada’s 


democracy which has earned, in blood and * 


tears and sweat, the right to speak for 
Canada. It is that section of our democracy 
which has bought with its life the power 
to say what shall be done. 

That fact is something that is fre- 
quently overlooked. We have got into the 
habit of thinking of the serviceman either 
as a favorite son whom we delight to in- 
dulge or as a hired man whom we are 
pleased to patronize. 

The serviceman is Canada. His view is 
neither an argument nor an appeal. It is a 
mandate.

This showing is that Canadians in mod- 
erate circumstances have in four years 
invested a total of $2,370,000,000 in war 
bonds, As stated, this table does not in- 
clude subscriptions made by well to do 
persons in the “special names” category, 


nor those made by corporations—in which 
thousands of people of moderate means 
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are stock-holders and therefore also in- 
direct subscribers. 

How many individuals have bought 
bonds, first to last, is not stated, There 
were repeaters of course, but it is fair to 
assume that the total number of these in- 
dividual buyers of medium income is at 
least 4,000,000, and may be 5,000,000. 
There are more holders of war bonds than 
there are families in Canada, 

Against gloomy forebodings of troubles 
to come in the post-war years is to be 
placed this heartening fact that upwards 
of half the middle-income people in Can- 
ada hold war bonds, totalling $2,370,000,- 
000; besides many millions of dollars’ 
worth of war savings certificates, These 
“backlogs” of future purchasing power are 
for the holders insurance policies against 
distress, and assets which can be turned 
into cash to build homes or start business 
enterpries, For the country they provide 
an equal safeguard against a slump into 
depressed conditions, 


General MacArthur says bombing and 
blockade alone cannot defeat the Japs. He 
is qualified to judge, but it may be doubted 
that Tojo agrees with him. We will know 
the answer to the question when the home 
islands are subjected to the systematic 
drubbing that has reduced every Japanese 
base in the southern islands to which it has 
been applied to the saturation point. 


While an American task force pounded 
Truk, with a diversionary raid on Ponape, 
other Allied planes caught a Jap convoy 
off New Ireland and sank fifteen ships, 
still others blasted Kavieng, another 
bomber force hammered enemy installa- 
tions on one of the Dutch East Indies 
islands and a second task force opened an 
all-out attack on the most westerly Attoll 
in the Marshalls. Whoever at Tokyo has 
to keep track of the places the Japs are 
being hit is a busy man. 


In one respect the Doukhobor outbreak 
in British Columbia is timely. It oceurred 
just when Canadians were being told by 
some outsiders and also some home-grown 
politicians that when the war ends we 
should open the gates and let in a veritable 
“flood” of immigrants from Europe. The 
antics of the Sons of Freedom are remind- 
ers that there is such a thing as quality aS 
well as quantity when it comes to letting 
outsiders fill up the country. Canadians 
do not owe it to Europe to make the Dom- 
inion a dumping ground where the older 
continent can ship people it wants to get 
rid of.

1894: 50 Years Ago 


Senator Sanford of Hamilton may enter the 
Dominion cabinet. 

Sir John Thompson declared at Ottawa that 
the tariff would be maintained, that the national 
policy was not adopted soon enough, and that if 
it were abandoned every manufactory in the coun- 
try would be closed down.

The chill atmosphere in which 
the recent Toronto speech of Lord 
Halifax was received in Canada is 
growing even chillier, The Halifax 
proposals, which boiled down to a 
suggestion for making the British 
Empire something more than a 
subject for oratory, are at present 
coldly regarded. 

There seems to 
be a_ prevalent 
fear in this coun- 
try that any clos- 
er political co- 
operation with 
Great Britain 
will result, in 
some mysterious 
and inexplicable 
way, in a loss of 
Canadian sov- 
ereignty. 

This

two sources. It is derived from 
the propaganda of Quebec nation- 
alists who are working diligently 
to effect a complete severance of 
the relations between Canada and 
Britain. It is derived also from the 
muddled conceptions of those who 
have jumped to conclusions that 
the Halifax speech certainly did 
not justify, 

It is quite unnecessary to dicuss 
the attitude of the Quebec nation- 
alists. One either believes in a 
British federation of nations or 
one does not. There seems to be 
no room for argument either way. 


Logical 

On the other hand, although I 
do not propose to say it here, there 
is much to be said about the 
strange attitude of those who have 
so vehemently rejected the en- 
tirely sound and logical suggestions 
of Lord Halifax that the units of 
the Empire, on certain basic ques- 
tions, present a unanimous front 
to the world. 

It seems to me to be weird and 
incredible that those who are 
loudest in demanding a world asso- 
ciation of nations should be equally 
loud in voicing their suspicions of 
an even less close and less binding 
relationship with Britain, 

1 can’t for the life of me see how 
we are going ,to co-operate with 
half the countries of Europe in the 
vexing task of building a better 
world if we are going to shy off, 
with absurd and childish fears 
about our sovereignty, from normal 
co-operation with our own Mother 
Country, 

I can't begin to understand how 
we can hope to make a world asso- 
ciation of nations work when we 
refuse to take steps to first make 
the British Empire work. For if the 
British Empire, based on the most 
co-operative and benevolent rela- 
tionship among nations ever seen 
in the world’s history, cannot be 
made mechanically effective, we 
might just as well scrap our other 
grandiose notions about world har- 
mony. 


Sovereignty 

We worry as much and as 
ridiculously about our national 
sovereignty as the infant worries 
about his right to exercise his 
newly-found ability to feed him- 
self. M 

It is absolutely certain that sov- 


ereignty will have to be redefined 
if we are going to have a world 
association of nations after the war. 
A nation or an individual naturally 
gives some of its or his sovereignty 
away when it or he co-operates 
with other nations or individuals. 
The common flow of love between 
one person and another implies a 
surrender, to some slight extent, of 
personal sovereignty. Wherever 
there is unselfishness, helpfulness, 
co-operation or self-sacrifice, there 
is essentially a certain surrender of 
sovereignty. 

But that does not imply a sur- 
render of personal or national free 
will, We can have complete na- 
tional unselfishness without relin- 
quishing, to the slightest degree, 
our capacity for determining our 
own Canadian future. 

And unless we do have national 
and international unselfishness, 
our hope for a better world is so 
much tragic nonsense. 

We might very well begin to 
practice this precept by abandon- 
ing our puerile and foolish suspi- 
cion that any contact with England 
is going to rob us of self-deter- 
mination, 


War Effort 


One part of England's war effort 
has been interestingly described in 
special information from London 
which paints a picture of England 
as one huge airfield. 

There are now more than 250 
individual airfields in England, 
built at an average cost of from 
one million to two million pounds 
sterling each. 

The average R.A.F, airfield cov- 
ers an area of from two to two 
and a half square miles, sur- 
rounded by a five-mile perimeter 
track, 50 feet wide. Inside are 
three runways, one 2,000 yards and 
two 1,400 yards Jong, all 50 yards 
wide, The larger airfields have. 
tour runways each 3,000 yards long 
and 100 yards wide. 

The total area of runways and 
perimeter tracks in British air- 
fields is nearly 160 million square 
yards, equivalent to 9,000 miles of 
road, 30 feet wide. 

For only six of the more than 
100 airfields built for the American 
Air Force, the material used would 
fill a lorry convoy 22,000 miles 
long. The vehicles actually haul- 
ing the material covered more than 
25,000,000 miles, equivalent to 1,000 
times around the world. 

In addition, airfield buildings, in- 
cluding 1,000,000 accommodation 
huts, required 18,000,000 cubic feet 
of wood, 1,000,000 tons of steel and 
cast iron and 336,000 miles of cable 
—all supplied by British factories, 
along with other equipment too 
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merous to be mentioned here. 
This colossal effort gives only 
part of the picture of total war, 


National Unity 


Major-General L. R. La Fleche, 
minister of national war services, 
spoke in Toronto this week in be- 
half of national unity. He declared 
that Canadians must reject any 
who disturb the good relationship 
between French speaking and Eng- 
lish speaking Canadians, 

With this appeal, every honest 
patriot will be in entire accord, 

There are certain implications 
in General LaFleche's speech, 
however, that make it desirable to 
point out that the agencies which 
seek to disturb this good relation- 
ship have an unfortunate habit of 
arising in Quebec. 

It is quite definitely the nation- 
alist groups of that province which 
go to such unhappy lengths to 
point out fancied differences be- 


tween Canadians of French stock 
and Canadians of non-French 
stock, 


They are the ones who continue 
to place emphasis upon those dif- 
ferences of religion and racial 
origin which are said to divide 
Canada into two sections. They 
are the ones who are disturbing 
the good relationship of which 
General La Fleche speaks. Gen- 
eral La Fleche himself, in over- 
stressing this difference, does 
Canadian national unity ne service. 


No Distinction 


In his social and business and 
cultural contacts, the average 
Canadian draws absolutely no 


mental distinction between Roman 
Catholic and Protestant. That dis- 


tinction is drawn’ by certain groups 
in Quebec. 

Nor, so far as the purely spiritual 
activities of the churches are con- 
cerned, is there need to draw such 
a social and economic distinction. 

Catholics and Protestants live 
amicably and co-operatively to- 
gether in England. The premier 
duke and earl of Britain is a 
Roman Catholic, Lord Semphill, 
recently in Edmonton in con- 
nection with his magnificent war 
services, is also an ardent Roman 
Catholic. No such social or eco- 
nomic distinction, therefore, exists 
in England. 

It need not exist here, indeed it 
does not exist here, until it is 
created by certain Quebec factions. 

In Canada, we interpret our 
principle of religious freedom not 
only as allowing liberty to the in- 
dividual to be a Protestant, but 
also as liberty to the individual to 
be a Roman Catholic without re- 
quiring to give excuses or explana- 
tions to any man, 


Racial 


So far as the myth of racial dif- 
ference is concerned, this is almost 
entirely a fiction nourished by 
Quebec nationalists. 

The racial difference of French- 
Canadians and English-Canadians 
is so exceedingly slight as to be 
unworthy of notice. 

Speaking broadly, the racial 
origin of both our peoples is a 
Norse or Northman layer super- 
imposed over an almost entirely 
Keltic base. 

Quebec is made up largely of a 
Norse and Celtic derived race 
which moved from Normandy and 
Brittany into Canada during the 
seventeenth century. 

The British Isles are inhabited in 
a large proportion by an admix- 
ture of Keltic folk and by North- 
men and Scandinavian peoples who 
come from the north and from 
Normandy during the ninth, tenth 
and, eleventh centuries, 

The so«called Saxon element in 
Britain is almost entirely mythical. 
The Angles were Northmen, The 
Danes and Norwegians were North- 
men, The Normans were merely 
transplanted Northmen, And these, 
together, with a basic Keltic 
population, is the derivation of 
most English blood, 

French-Canadians came from 
Brittany and Normandy. Brittany 
is almost entirely Keltic. Nor- 
mandy is a mixture of Keltic and 
Northman. 

Thus, the fundamental racial dif- 
ference between French-Canadians 
and British-Canadians is exceed- 
ingly remote. 

If French-Canadian protaganists 
would consider emphasizing this 
likeness instead of constantly em- 
phasizing the non-ex tant differ- 
ence, Canadian unity would be 
much more soundly assured, 
Suicide 

The press, this week, recorded 
the suicide of a 65-year-old man 
in Belfast, Now suicides, most un- 
happily, are not uncommon, Almost 
every edition of every newspaper 
tells of the self-destruction of some 
man or woman or even of some 
child. 

But this suicide had unique fea- 
tures inasmuch as its motivation 
was directly traced to a radio talk 
by a so-called British scientist and 
philosopher. 

This Belfast man took his own 
life immediately after hearing a 
radio talk by Professor C. M. Joad 
who said that it was a man’s privi- 
lege to commit suicide if he found 
life unbearable. 

Now it is not the purpose of this 
comment to point a finger of re- 
proach at any person who leaves 
the world by the way of suicide. 
It is not the purpose of this com- 
ment to affix any shame to the act 
of suicide or to the relatives of any 
man who thus forsakes the earth, 

But it is the purpose of this com- 
ment to declare that the encourage- 
ment of this act, by such pagan 
egotists as Professor Joad, is a 
most monstrous, criminal and de- 
praved performance. 

Joad’s advice sets up suicide as 
a sort of martyrdom, a sort of leav- 
ing the world for the soul's sake, 
Nothing could be so viciously and 
tragically wrong. 


Rejection 

A martyr is a man who cares 
so much for something outside 
him that he forgets his own per- 
sonal life. A suicide is a man who 
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cares so little for anything outside 
him, that he wants to see the last 
of everything. One wants some- 
thing to begin. The other wants 
everything to end. The martyr is 
noble because he confesses an 
ultimate link with life, The suicide 
is ignoble because he is a mere 
destroyer. He destroys the uni- 
verse, 

Not only is suicide a sin; it is the 
sin, It is the consummation of 
egotism, the last act of the man 
who believes only in himself. It 
is the ultimate and absolute evil, 
the refusal to take an interest in 
existence, the refusal to take the 
oath of loyalty to life. 

The man who kills himself. kills 
all men, So far as he is concern<d, 
he wipes out the world. His act is 
worse, symbolically, than criminal 
assault or the dynamiting of a 
building. For it destroys all build- 
ings. It insults all women, 

The thief is satisfied with dia- 
monds. The suicide is not. And 
that is his crime. He cannot be 
bribed, even by the blazing stones 
of the world. The thief compli- 
ments the thing he steals, But 
the suicide insults everything on 
earth by turning his back on it. 

He defiles every flower by re- 
fusing to live for its sake. There is 
not a tiny creature in the universe 
to which his death is not a smeer, 

When a man hangs himself on a 
tree, the leaves might fall off in 
anger and birds fly away in fury. 
For each has received a personal 
affront. For suicides there is 
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“If you’re the Willie Jones who used to steal my cherries, 
I’m glad you're in the Navy—now I know the Japs 
haven’t got a chance!”

Famous Empress Dowager 


Ruled for Fifty Years by 
Force of a Powerful 
Personality

Interest in the glamorous and 

able Mme. Chiang Kai-shek re- 

minds us of an indomitable woman 
of China, the famous Empress Dow- 


ager, known also as the Old Bud- 
dha. For over 50 years this woman 
ruled China, chiefly by the force 
of her own magnetic personality, 
augmented by intrigue, ruthless- 
ness, ambition and a sort of off- 


with-their-heads efficiency. 

Yet this Empress Dowager Yeh- 
onala (later known as Tzu-hsi) was 
a tiny, dainty, pretty woman who 
wasn’t born to the purple. In fact, 
her place of birth isn’t known. Her 
father was a captain in one of the 
Banner Corps but was either too 
honest or too futile to accumulate 
any wealth, 

However, the family had the posi- 
tion of gentlefolk, and when they 
came to Peking they lived in Pew- 
ter Lane in one of the many com- 
fortable modest houses, behind 
high walls.

Chosen for Palace 


When she was in her teens, being 
a daughter of a Manchu Banner- 
man, she was one of the girls 
chosen to go to the palace as a 
member of the imperial harem. She 
was none too pleased at the idea 
then, being in love with her cousin. 

Once at the palace, however, it 


wasn't long before she became a 
power and she never lost her grip 
till she died at 72. 

But all her power didn’t give her 
privacy or solitude. So her intrig- 
ues had to be cleverly contrived, 
usually during walks and under the 
ruse of admiring the goldfish or 
the birds, while in reality plotting 
with her companion. For in the For- 
bidden City, there was always a 
eunuch or a waiting maid behind 
every silken partition ready to offer 
a fan or pick up a handkerchief 
and incidentally to hear and see. 
Even on walks these attendants 
were never out of sight. 


Fond of Jewels 

Yehonala wore magnificent cloth- 
es and collected splendid jewels, 
mostly pearls and jade. She often 
carried a huge pear-shaped pearl 
hollowed out as a snuffbox, with a 
little stopper of ruby. She wore 
jeweled protectors over the enor- 
mously long fingernails on her 
third and fourth fingers. 

Her complexion was wonderful 
all of her life. Some attribute this 
to the fact that she supervised the 
mixing of her soaps and creams, 
She did not have bound feet, being 
a Manchu, but wore elaborately 
jeweled shoes with platform soles 
that raised her six inches off the 
ground—often this platform would 
be ornamented with a fringe of 
pearls that hung to the floor as 
swished as she walked. 

One reason for these raised shoes 
was to protect the feet from the 
cold of the stone floors, For the 
palaces were only heated with braz- 
jers and there were few carpets. 
The bedrooms, being smaller, were 


a little more comfortable—and be- 
sides the large beds or kangs had 
brick foundations with furnace ar- 
rangements under them to keep 
them warm. 


Clocks and Flowers 


In her indescribably magnificent 
apartments in the palace there was 
a table as Jong as the room with a 
huge collection of foreign clocks, 
some ugly, some beautiful, and all 
kept wound and running. And she 
was always surrounded by poetic 
gardens—one of her favorite views 
was the Peony Mountain—a mound 
planted with large peonies so grad- 
ed as to color from dark to light as 
to seem to fade off into the distant 
sky. 

During the Boxer troubles—and 
she aided and abetted them—she 
once ordered all attacks to cease 
during the most important time of 
the afterncon, for the firing and 
noise gave her a headache and she 
wanted to rest. 

Many reports tell of her eharm 
and beauty—but all including the 
aside that her son hated her and 
she estranged and warped the lives 
of each of the children she chose to 
succeed him after his death—al- 
ways taking care that the choice 
fell on a very young child so that 
she could continue to rule. 

So for all her immense power 
her story doesn’t sound like a very 
happy one. And it can't be said 
that she brought China much be- 
sides tears, 

History will record that the last 
Empress and Mme, Chiang Kai- 
shek shared beauty, brains and 
wide influence. But look at the 
difference in what they did with 
their opportunities!

New Russian Serum 
May FProlong Life 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE

NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—(AP)—A Russian-originated 
serum which may ultimately lengthen man’s life span—pos- 
sibly to 150 years—is described in the American review of 


Soviet medicine. 


Dr. Viadimir V. Lebedenko, 
Russia’s Red Cross representative | 
in the United States, is suggest- 
ing the 150-year figure in public 
addresses. 

There is nothing fantastic about 
the serum nor in the way the Rus- 
sians hope it may work. The pur- 
pose is simply to aid in restoring to 
man his normal health and with it 
his normal life span, which many 
scientists suggest has been short-| 
ened since Methuselah. 


NORMAL LONGEVITY 

The serum’s originator, Alexan- 
der A. Bogomolets, says In the So- 
viet medicine journal that he hopes 
the serum “will provide a means of | 
fighting the precocious senile fad- 
ing of the body, of fighting for its 
normal longevity.” The longer life | 
would come from both preventing | 
and curing diseases peculiar to 
ageing and to old age. 

This serum is peculiar in that it 
is made for an entire system of 
the human body—that part of the 
body which governs man’s na- 
tural defences against disease. 

Minute doses of the serum now 
are given to human beings in Rus- 

sia, and the report summarizes the 
results of thousands of cases, par- 
ticularly its good results in speed- 
ing the healing of wounds and of 
broken bones among Russian 
soldiers. 

SURPRISING BENEFITS 

The time has not been long 
enough to measure any effects on 
life span. But the variety of other 

reported benefits is surprising.

FORMIDABLE BARRIER 

Before Germany can be finished 
off from the air, or sufficiently 
softened to make successful invas- 
ion possible, the Luftwaffe must be 
knocked out, It is the formidable 
barrier between the Allied air 
forces and enemy targets. Its re- 
moval is therefore the indispen- 
sible immediate objective of aerial 
strategy on our side, And it hap- 
pens to be a crucial job which from 
the outset has been assigned to 
American rather than to British 
aviation, 

The destruction of targets on the 
surface ¢alls for maximum bomb- 
ing power; the British have been 
geared for just that with their 
heavy Lancasters and _ Stirlings, 
capable of dropping as much as 
eight tons of explosive in a single 
flight. But the destruction of tar- 
gets in the air—that is to say, Ger- 
man fighter planes—requires that 
the stress be put on firepower. 
American bombers have done ex- 
actly that, sacrificing bomb load in 
favor of heavier crmor and espec- 
jally greater firepower. 


PRIMARY PURPOSE 

How and why this division of 
functions between British and, Am- 
ericans happened is a subject I 
shall deal with in another dispatch. 
The fact is that the American phase 


scarcely makes sense to adopt tac- 
tics wherein our firepower loses 
(much of its value while the bomb 
load still remains inadequate. 

In the writer's view that is the 
reason General Spaatz is fighting 
in the open and taking the losses, 
and from the larger strategic view- 
point his decision seems justified.

That is why so many of our fight- 
ers converted into bombers mect 
no resistance; the amount of bombs 
such fighter-bombers carry is us- 
ually too meagre to encourage the 
Germans in risking their defensive 
airplanes, Flying Fortresses and 
Liberators bring the Luftwaffe into 
action because they carry enough 
“provocative” bomb loads to con- 
stitute a real threat to targets down 
below. In the attack on Brunswick, 
for instance, the fate of important 
German aircraft works was at 
stake, so that the enemy was oblig- 
ed to risk and lose eighty-four of 
his aircraft.

Hearing of the extradition charge 
against John Hipfner, Edmonton, 
Was adjourned in supreme court 
Monday by Mr. Justice G. B, O’- 


Connor until Thursday morning, on 
the application of Neil V. German, 
acting for Gerald O'Connor, K.C., 
counsel for the State of Wisconsin. 

Hipfner was arrested last month 
on an extradition warrant seeking 
his return to the State of Wisconsin 
on a charge of breaking from the 
state prison farm, while serving a 
three to five-year term on a charge 
of breaking and entering. The es- 
cape took place in 1931. 

Since then he has been a resident 
of Edmonton for more than 12 years 
and has rehabilitated himself. He 
is married and has two children, 
and is at present employed by the 
Coast Construction Co. 

His arrest resulted in sympathy 
throughout the city and Northern 
Alberta, and petitions were circu- 
lated and resolutions were passed 
by representative organizations 
secking executive clemency. A sur-

“You have no idea the things that 
people mail, and the places to 
which they are mailed, but I've 
handled everything from a pack- 
age of straight pins to a plough- 
share,” he said. é 

Mr. Figg praised the co-operation 
of the public, “All the time that I 
have been here I have found the 
people of Edmonton very nice to 
deal with and very willing to learn 
the proper way of mailing pack- 
ages,” he said. 

Although the work of the mailing 
section has increased during war- 
time as a result of overseas pack- 
ages, he added, “I like to see the 
overseas parcels, Being an old sol- 
dier myself (a Forty-Niner) and 
having a boy of my own overseas, 
I know what those packages mean 
to the boys.” 

(Another of Mr. Figg's sons, Sgt. 
Observer Arthur H. Figg, was re- 
ported missing after a raid over 
German-occupied France in the late 
summer of 1941.

“Like most of the other depart- 
ments of the post office, the weigh- 
ing section is subject to the sea- 
sonal fluctuations. For example, 
holiday seasons mean more gift 
packages, spring means more gar- 
den seeds, roots, 
equipment, and other types of sea- 
sonal spasmodic mailing.” 

Last Christmas, about 6,000 par- 
cels were mailed in onv day only 
and that didn’t include all parcels 
handled. 

Mr. Figg can remember when an 
Edmonton retail outlet spent 
over $12 to mail a sledge hammer 
head airmail on one of the first air- 
mail trips up north, 


He estimated that about 95 per 
cent of all parcels mailed at the 
main post office are for points 
outside the city, and about 30 to 
40 per cent of those are for over- 
seas or outside of Canada, 

The post office is still the only 
agency of communication which 
reaches even the outposts. A great 
many of the C.O.D. packages go to 
places where no other access is 
possible.

Storage System 
Believed Cause 
Of Mail Delay 


That a policy of storing mail 
for Canadians serving overseas 
in a warehouse at Halifax may be 
largely responsible for long de- 
lays in mail arriving on the other 
side was suggested at the monthly 
meeting of the Edmonton Can- 
adian Legion branch Sunday by 
a serviceman who has just re- 
turned to Edmonton, 

Speaking to the question of de- 
lays in mail, touched on by several! | 
members, the recently returned 
veteran said 

“The mail for overseas is stored 
in a warehouse at Halifax, Mail that 
is received first, is stored on the 
ground and additional mail piled 
on top as it comes in. As a result 
of this system, mail most recently 
received from Canadian points gets 
loaded on the mail boats first. That 
on the bottom gets left. 


“From what* I could learn the

trouble is right in Halifax and not 
at Canadian post offices or at postal 
points overseas.”

OATMEAL GRIDDLE CAKES 

One-half cup all-purpose enrich- 
ed flour, 4 teaspoons baking pow- 
der, 1 teaspoon salt, 1% cups quick- 
cooking rolled oats, 1 egg, well 
beaten, 1 tablespoon melted short- 
ening, 1 teaspoon molasses, %4 cup 
water, % cup milk. 

Sift flour, measure and sift with 
baking powder and salt, Add rolled 
oats. Combine egg, shortening, mo- 
lasses, water and milk. Add dry 
ingredients. Beat until smooth. 
Have griddle very hot for first bak- 
ing, then reduce heat. 

The oats in these cakes supply 
protein and minerals—the molasses 
supplies iron, and the milk, flour 
and shortening all carry their quota 
of nutrients, 

Serve a citrus fruit first. Vitamin 
C is necessary every day for health 
and morale, Canned grapefruit 
juice is inexpensive.

It is so easy for parents to get 
into the habit of bribing a child to 
get better behavior. It’s not only 
easier, it is pleasanter than to wait 
until the child acts undesirably 
and then punish him, 


Yet this practice has some 
marked disadvantages. The child 
demands rewards for his good 
behavior, and the price of his co- 
operation is a constantly increas- | 
ing one. 

There are some natural rewards 
which do follew desirable conduct. 
The child who takes a nap will be 
rested and therefore better able to 
enjoy parties, visits and any com- 
panionship which may follow it. 
It’s smart to point that out to him 
each time it happens. It is taking 
an unfair advantage of him to pre- 
tend, though, that his going to 
Auntie’s was the result of his tak- 
ing a nap, Instead of saying, “If | 
you take a nap we will go to Aun- 
tie’s—" knowing all the time you 
would anyway—it would be better 
to say, “We are going to Auntie’s | 
as soon as you've had your nap.” 
There is no harm whatever in help- 
ing the child to see the natural 
results of his good behavior. 

It is the unrelated rewards 
which can prove so mischievous, 
such as the practice of offering a 
child pennies i’.he will eat or go 
to bed or just to “be good”, To 
pay a child for behavior which 
benefits him as much as others 
is an insult to him. A few pennies 
are not the rcsult of being good. 
The satisfaction he gets, the in- 

creased amiability of those with 
whom he lives, the smoothness with

Nervousness is commonly pro- 
duced partly by mental or emo- 
tional causes, but in addition to 
these, there are certain physical 
causes capable of helping to induce 
nervousness, with its varied assort- 
ment or symptoms, 


Some of the possible physical 
causes include eyestrain, hemorr- 
hoids, prolapsus and pelvic dis- 
orders, The patient suffering from 
eyestrain, for example is likely to 
exhibit many of the symptoms of 
nervousness, which will fail to yield 
to treatment until the eyes are 
properly fitted with glasses. Hem- 
orrhoids, or piles, are also capable 
of inducing marked nervous symp- 
toms, which will not disappear until 
this physical cause is removed. 

Prolapsus, or sagging of the ab- 
dominal organs, is often productive 
of noticeable nervous symptoms, 
especially in \yomen, because of the 
pressure of the sagging organs up- 
on the delicate nerves of the pelvic 
region, 

While the symptoms complained 
of by a group of nervous patients 
are so many and varied that they 
would fill a large book, one of the 
most prominent symptoms gener- 
ally mentioned is a tired feeling. 
These patients may complain of 
feeling tired or worn out 
light activity, or may say they are 
tired in the mornings, even after a 
night’s rest. This feeling of fatigue 
is almost universally found among 
patients seeking relief from ner- 
vousness. 

Other common symptoms are in- 
somnia or the inability to sleep, 
headache, shifting aches and pains 
in the muscles, trembling of the 
legs, shortness of breath, coldness 
of the hands and feet, excessive 
perspiration which is especially 
likely to cause the hands to sweat 
during excitement or strain, and a 
rapid beating or pounding of the 
heart. 

In addition, there may be that 
sense of inner disturbance best 
described by the popular term, 
“jittery.”

stood by the nervous patient is that 
his nerves are strong, just as strong 


as those of anyone else, There isj 


no evidence to believe that the ner- 
vous patient is suffering in any way 
from “worn-out” nerves, The nerves 
of the neurasthenic are just as 
strong, are in just as good working 
condition, as the nerves of the per- 
son untroubled by a nervous dis- 
turbance. Let you who are “bun- 
dles of nerves” take heart from this 
—your nerves are strong, healthy 
intact. Try to get this picture of 
the nervous being normal in every 
way and probably you will derive 
an immense amount of reassurance 
and help from a picture of that 
kind.

South Artist's 
Violin Recital 


Proves Success 


Elsie Persson, Lethbridge violin- 
ist, attracted a near-capacity audi- 
ence to the regular meeting of the 
Women’s Musical Club Saturday 
afternoon at the Masonic Temple. 
During the current season the club 
has made a speical effprt to bring 
artists from other centres for regu- 
lar meetings. That the policy .as 
the endorsation, not only of mem- 
bers, but of the public as a whole, 
was evidenced by the large attend- 
ance. 

Mrs. Persson quickly established 
herself as a capable violinist. She 
displayed a _ well-grounded and 
spendidly-developed technique of 
sufficient proportions to successful- 
ly meet the challenge offered by a 
long and exacting program. 

The program was made up of 
well-established favorites in violin 
literature and much credit is due 
Mrs, Persson for selecting such an 
array of gems from the available 
supply. 

The outstanding work on the pro- 
gram was Mendelssohn's Concerto 
in E, Minor. From a_ technical 
standpoint this was a spendid ex- 
hibition of violin playing, but it was 
felt that the addition of a more po- 
tent rhythmic vitality would have 
given the performance a more im- 
pressive turn, One could not help 
but feel and regret the lack of nu- 
ance and rubato, the presence of 
which would have added immeasur- 
ably to the merit of the perform- 
ance. 


HIGHER LEVEL 


From that point on, Mrs. Persson 
appeared to reach a new level of 
performance, which she maintained 
throughout her last two groups. Al- 
ways technically proficient, she 
added a warm tone and a highly 
sentitized interpretation that stamp- 
ed her as a genuine artist. In these 
two groups were the Chopin-Wil- 
helmj Nocturne; Ries’ La Capric- 
ciosa; the Mendelssohn-Achron On 
Wings of Song; Clarence Cameron 
White's Negro Dance and Spiritual; 
the Granados-Kreisler Spanish 
Dance and _ Sarasate’s Caprice 
Basque. 

Prior to the Mendelssohn con- 
certo, Mrs. Persson played the Cor- 
elli-Kreisler La Folia; the Bach 
Wilhelmj Air for the G String, 
which was given with a majestic, 
memorable sweep and the Handel- 
Flesch O, Had I Jubal's Lyre. 

Mrs. Persson was given a cordial 
reception and the “no encore” 
rule of the club had to be tempor- 
arily suspended at the end of the 
concert. 

Admirable support was given at 
the piano by the always co-opera- 
tive and unusually efficient Henry 
attack. He was justly called on to 
share in the applause.—J. O.
